While none of them were considered 
"major" artists of their day nor are any considered "major" today, many of them were able to make 
a good living from their art. Paintings by many of these artists are still found in local residences 
to this day. 

Artists to be discussed include Raphael Senseman, Maurice Bower, Emlen McConnell, Adelaide 
McConnell, Hannah Cutler Groves, Thomas Bancroft, Alfred Hayward and others. 

It will add 
immensely to your enjoyment of the art show in October.

Haddonfield, like many communities, has gone through many stages in its development. Originally a small 
Quaker farming village, it exists today as a fully developed residential suburb. In the course of its evolution, many 
places, buildings and lifestyles have been lost. 

Lost Haddonfield , through extensive use of photographs and supporting historical text, brings to the reader a 
graphic view of the ways in which Haddonfield has changed and insights into the factors which may have 
contributed to those changes. 

Included among the more than two hundred photographs in the book, most of which have not previously been 
published, are views of farm field s along Warwick Road, the general stores which once dominated Kings Highway, 
the last blacksmith shop in town, the Moore family mansion which once stood at 150 Kings Highway West, many 
of the early churches and schools, and the recently demolished American Legion building. 

Lost Haddonfield was conceived as a major project of the Historical Society of Haddonfield to mark the Society 7 s 
seventy-fifth anniversary in October of 1989. The authors, Douglas B. Rauschenberger and Katherine Mansfield 
Tassini, drew heavily from the collections of the Historical Society in writing this 176-page, soft cover book, which 
is available through the Historical Society for $18.00 plus $2.00 postage. It will also be available in local bookstores.
